How comes it to pass that so ordinary a transaction 

asan “Examination” cannot be conducted by Go- 

vernment officials without criminal irregularity on 

the part of some persons or other in the pay of 

the Government itself? The middle class exami- 

nations have been carried on throughout England 

for two years, and some hundreds of papers have 

been issued, without the slightest hint of any irre- 

gularity. The Civil Service Commissioners never have 

had to cancel any of their examinations because 

their papers were surreptitiously procured. In the 

Queen's Colleges, and Trinity College, Dublin, the 
examinations are conducted chiefly by means of 
written papers; yet in no single instance 

has a paper been unfairly precured by any of 
the candidates. Why cannot the Government 
procure that secresy which is necessary to 
ensure public confidence in the purity of tae exami- 
nations? It is easy to suppose that a printer could 

be induced to part with a paper of questions, and 

that contingency should have been foreseen and pro- 
vided against. If the respected printer of Trinity 
College, for instance, had suffered a paper to be is- 
sued from his establishment, except to the examiners) 
he would be at once deprived of his office; yet we 
find that the questions te be proposed to the candi- 
dates for direct commissions in London have 
been surreptitiously procured and sold to some of the 
candidates. Mr. Sidney Herbert's explanation is. 
that “the papers were stolen from the office of 
“Messrs, Eyre and Spottiswoode, the Queen's 
“ printers.’ Who stole then? Who was allowed 
access to what should be the secret department 
of the printing-office? It is not likely that 

Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode employ men who 
could be induced to betray their trust? Are 
strangers allowed access to the presses while the 
printing of such documents is proceeding? Or, are 
those gentlemen who provide an officer, not only 
with his uniform, but with his commission for, say 
£400, also enabled to provide the candidates with 
copies of the questions which will be propounded to 
them? It is said that certain army tailors are the 
agents in this disgraceful business. How comes it, 
then, that these dressers of the army have an influ- 
ence superior to that of the War-office itself The 
discovery of this irregularity — under which name 
Mr. Sidney Herbert screens a crime—has cast a 
doubt upon the purity of all examinations conduct- 
ed by the military authorities. The examinations, 
in truth, are elementary in the extreme; every year 
this peculiar class of examinations has become less 
stringent and searching. Can it be that the autho- 
rities connive at any act which will be likely to 
secure commissions for “ eligibles’ whose respecta- 
bility, is vouched for by some most disinterested 
tailors ? 

Mr. Sidney Herbert states that the matter is placed 
in the hands of Sir Richard Mayne, and that no 
pains will be spared to bring the guilty parties to 
punishment. So far, so well; but the “ guilty 
„parties are not the only individuals culpable. We 
dare say some unhappy pressman will be made 
scape goat, but justice will not be satisfied with the 
detection, and possibly the punishment, of a printer, 
whose wages are, perhaps, thirty or forty shillings a 
week. The officials whose duty it was to seoure the 
integrity of the papers must be discovered, and 
punished also. In such a case, negligence iss 
crime, and they who allowed such a transaction to 
eccur should be punished by the loss of their situa- 
tions, as a warning to others. 

Further, it should be ascertained who were the 
candidates who lowered themselves to the perpetra- 
tion of se dishonourable an act as to purchase 
“ papers” which they knew were ostensibly secret 
until the moment of examination. Are those young 
gentlemen fit candidates for her Majesty's commis- 
sion? Are they expected to become worthy ser- 
vants of the Queen, and defenders of their country, 
who procure their first step by so dishonourable a 
subterfuge ? Every one of those who purchased any 
of these papers should be punished, not by having 
to undergo a second examination, but by being pre- 
vented from ever becoming candidates again. 

The expenses of the candidates, guilty and inno- 
cent alike, are to be defrayed, but by whom? Is 
the State to pay officials for doing their duty, and 
then, also, to pay for their laghes?* It is clear that 
the charge should be paid by the Queen's printers, 
if the irregularity occurred in their office, or by the 
well-remunerated functionaries who permitted the 
act to be perpetrated. 

On Monday, it appears, the facts were discovered ; 
a second examination was begun on Tuesday, but 

from this four were absent, not intending to com- 
pete in the particular branch in respect to which 
the “irregularity” was detected. These four gen- 
tlemen, certainly, were not purchasers of the exami- 
nation papers, yet, by a curious principle of justice, 
as the preceding examination is cancelled, these four 
innocent persons will alone suffer. 

We have a deep interest in this matter in Ireland. 
Of late years the best answerers went forth from 
the public schools of this country. Preparation for 
military classes has become a distinct branch of Irish 
educstion, and hase been attended by remarkable 
success. It has lately been suspected that in some 
cases, not confined to examinations for direct com- 
missions, the papers have been procured by the heads 
of some scholastic establishments. We know that in 

some quarters very serious annoyance has been felt 
at the success of Irishmen, and many difficulties 
have been thrown in their way, which appear to have 
been crested to keep out these clever ineligibles. 

We ask a clear stage and no favour, but if printers 

are permitted to print, tailorsto procure, and candi-

The clause, however, is passed, 
and though the Excise-duty is removed from paper, 
the papermaker has to pay an Excise licence. 

Why should not cotton-spinners and calicomakers 
pay licence ? If a tax be imposed upon one branch 
of industry, why not on another? Is a piece of 
calico entitled to more consideration than a ream of 
paper? Or, are the millowners of Manchester 
entitled to manufacture without licence, while the 
papermakers of “ rural districts’ are compelled to 
pay it? Either the licence duty should be placed on 
all manufacturers, or removed from all, and we have 
yet to learn that the cotton factories are such 
schools of morality that they should be free, while 
paper mills are compelled to pay licence like a dram 
shop.

The Times on American Political Institutions :— 
Everybody may observe on the floor of the House of 
Commons, at the distance of about a couple of feet trom 
the benches that confront each other on esch side, two 
parallel lines wrought into the matting by which the 
feet of the members are in some degree protected from 
the subterranean blast which, rising from the catacombs 
beneath, diffuses a cloud of impalpable but not invisible 
dust over deliberations already sufficiently dry. These 
streaks trace, according to ancient traditions, the line 
beyond which it is not permitted for a member te ad- 
vance in the course of debate, and are placed at a dis- 
taace so great as to prevent our pugnacious ancestors, 
in the very hottest moment of debate, from having re 
course to their swords. In medern days the line has 
outlived its uses, an! has become as rudimentary as 
the wings with which the ostrich no longer attempts to 
fly. Sometimes an accurate observer may ive a 
member, in the eagerness of debate, ually aliding 
away from his proper position, aad edging himself off 
beyond the limit assigned to his motions. But such ec- 
centricities have never provoked more than a passing 
smile or a momentary consciousness in the mind of the 
member that he has placed himself in a ridiculous posi- 
tion. Things are taken more seriously in America, and 
the scene which — took place in the Capitol of 
Washington may enable us to comprehend those 
stormier times of which the streak on the floor of the 
House of Commons is now the only abiding trace. 

It seems that, on a recent occasion, a certain Mr. 
Lovejoy was deciaiming, with all the ardour of an en- 
lightened patriot, in a committee of the whole House 
on the state of the Union, against the manifold evils 
and abominations of negro slavery. His eloquence 
moved not only his audience, but himself. He gra- 
dually edged away from his proper position; his mo- 
tions became mere rapid as his deelamation grew more 
forcible, until, at the very climax of indignant oratory, 
he found himself gesticulating violently and inveighing 
furiously in front of the Democratic benches, — as 
De in America is essentially a slaveholding in- 
stitation, in front of the very men whose most valuable 

y he was seduloasly depreciating. Dark grew 
the faces ofthe Southerners at this unwelcome and ir- 
ritating apparition. Their hands were clenched, their 
teeth were set, their eyes dashed fire, and all things 


seemed to announce the coming of what in the 
land of liberty is usually known as a “ free 
fight.” Mr. Pryor, springing to his feet, pro- 


tested against the conduct of Mr. Lovejoy in e 
over to the Demucratic side of the Hall, an 
shook his fist in Mr. Lovejoy’s face.

At ist, more temperate counsels pre- 
vailed, and preliminaries of peace were agreed to, 
on condition that Mr. Lovejoy should leave the pasition 
that he so unwarrantably oceupied, and speak either 
from his own seat or from the clerk's desk. An English 
senator would probably have been nota little abashed at 
ying eo prominent a part in such a scene, but Mr. 
nn kW nerves were made of sterner stuff. He had 
as to deliver, and that speech he proceeded to 
make, without being in any way discomposed by the 
tumult through which he had just passed. Ile finished 
his denunciation of slavery and slaveholders utterly 
regardless of the running fire of comments and inter 
jections with which he was greeted by the Southerners 
from the other side of the House. 

Such is a picture of a scene in Congress on the 5th of 
thie present month of April, 1860, and such scenes are 
enacted in the Legislatures of some thirty States, to say 
nothing of the Territories which make up the great 
American Union. Great, indeed, has been the change 
since the days of the first congress, when it met in doubt 
and uncertainty te rally the energies and stimulate the 
exertions of a great nation struggling into independence. 
Those great men would have as fans dreamt of in- 
terrupting their deep and solemn deliberations for the 
emancipation of their country by seenes like the one we 
have just desoribed as the Roman Senate when it 
awaited the approach of the Gauls, or the English House 
of Commons when King Charles came to seize on the

gentlemen of honour, of high courage, and of education, 
and there was as little likelihood of a vulgar 
brawl taking place in the halls of the first Con- 

as beneath the splendid roof of our own 
louse of Lords, Whence has arisen the differ- 
ence? The answer is only too Ba the institutions 
of Washington re gone, and with them the manners 
and habits of the men who created them” The tide of 
Democracy has swept over the land, and levelled every- 
thing that stood above itself. The rich have learnt to 
be ashamed of their wealth, the learned of their 
knowledge, the refined of their refinement. The stan- 
dard of everything is altered, the tone of everything 
is lowered. rd Grey gave on Thureday night to 
the House of Lords an admirable picture of the present 
political state of America, Indeed, we do not know 
that we have ever seen the same subject treated with 
equal power and completeness. He did, we believe, 
no more than justice to the American nation when 
he showed that the present state of things doos 
not arise from the deliberate oholce of the 
multitude; it is fur too bad for that. The real 
cause of the lamentable scenes which disgrace American 
public life is, that the franchise ie so low and the con- 
stituencies are so large, that they do not really exervise 
the power of which ＋* are the nominal depositories. 
The task of selecting the member for whom the votes 
of the party are to be given devolves, not on the mass 
of his constituents, unknown to him and to each other, 
but on certain obscure and irresponsible a, whese 
business it is to relieve the electors the care 
of considering who is to be his tative.

AUSTRIA. 

A letter from Vienna, of the 16th, in the Breslan 
CG izette, says :'— 

“During Easter week a scene, which is but little 
known to the world, bet the details of which we can 

tee, took place in the highest quarter here. Baron 
45 Bruck, the Minister of Finance, had requested a 
meeting extraordinary of the Ministers, which took 
place under the presidency of the Emperor. The Minister 
rose, and requested permission to point out the financial 
state of affairs as regarded the probal:'e failure of the 
loan. He said that the Treasury was on the eve of find- 
ing itself placed in the greatest embarrassment, and 
gave it to be understood that it could not meet current 
demands. He added that he had not concealed the 
serious state of affairs, and felt himself compelled to 
again bring forward the propositions which were alone 
calculated to modify it. The Patente relative to the 
Council of the Empire had not, he said, produced 
the desired effect, as the country demanded stronger 
guarantees. A constitution framed in the spirit 
of the 19th century, and one serious for all the 
countries of the monarchy, was the only means of re- 
storing confidence, without which the empire could not 
endure. After this speech, Count de Rechberg, Presi- 
dent of the Council, rose and declared that since he had 
been in office he had maturely examined the question 
which his colleague had just raised, and felt convinced 
that the measure proposed was the only probable means 
of getting out of the present difficulties. He therefore 
ve his adherence to the opinion of the Minister of 
inance. He was not, he said, ignorant of what he 
owed to the throne, but his conscience would not allow 
him to speak otherwise. At the conclusion ot his re- 
marks the most profound silence prevailed. The Em- 
peror retired into an adjoining room, and in an hour 
afterwards caused it to be sigrified to Count de Rech- 
berg that the meeting was at an end. Since that time 
the count has given out that he is unwell, and has con- 
fined himself to his room. M. Nahasdy, Minister of 
Justice, has tendered his resignation, and M. liehner 
is talked of as the “successor of Baron de Bruck. 
Count Goluctrowski, Minister of the Interior, is the 
only one who has retained his gaiety, and still continues

Tue Frencn IN THE Rep Sea.—The persevering 
efforts of the French to establish their influence in the 
Red Sea is a subject of anxiety to the most forecasting 
minds in India. Egypt swarms with Frenchmen ; every 
branch of the administration is full of them; and the 
Pasha, it is said, has yielded himself up wholly to French 
influence. A French squadron is talked of for Jeddah 
or Sonakin. A line of transport steamers for the Red 
Sea has long been building, and will be supported by 
heavy Government contributions. We have lately re- 
counted the manner in which France has obtaired a 

retended “ cession” of territory, embracing Annesley 

say, otherwise called the Bay of Adulis; and now the 
Bombay ‘jazette reports, obviously on sufficient authority, 
that a French mission is on its way to Gondar, to de- 
mand the independence of the defeated rebel, who be- 
stowed on France that which was never his own. The 
mission, which is led by the Compte de Rous, is already 
in the Tigré country, and the slightest outrage would 
be sufficient excuse for active measures to secure the pre- 
dominance of French influence. It is needless to insist 
on the immense importance to England of a movement 
of this character, and on the urgent necessity of taking 
the speediest and surest method of preserving inviolate 
the neutrality of the Red Sea.—Homeward Mail. 

It may be remembered that in the course of the war 
in Italy the Austrian authorities removed to Verona al! 
the funds belonging to the public treasury, to munici- 
palities, institutions, or to private persons. The Aus- 
trian Gaeette of Vienna now states that a mixed com- 
mission has assembled at Verona to proceed to the res- 
toration to the owners of these funds, which it says 
amount to 6,000,000 florins (the florin is about 2f. 59c.) 
The commission sitting at Milan to effect the liquida- 
tion of the Monte-Lombardo-Veneto has not yet ter- 
minated its labours. By the treaty of Zurich the lia- 
bilities and assets of this establishment are to be divided 
between’ Austria and Sardinia, in the proportion of two- 
fifths for the former and three-fifths for the latter. 

A letter from Vienna, in the Cologne Gazette, says :— 
“ Several versions have been iu circulation relative to 
the Modenese troops who last year entered the Austrian 
territory with the Duke of Modena. According to 
some accounts, they are to be sent back to their homes, 
while others say they will be incorporated in the Aus 
trianarmy. We now learn that neither one nor 
the other of these versions is the true one. 
The duke, not wishing that they should 
return home, and Austria not being in want of men,a 
proposition has been made to them to enter the Ponti- 
fical army. Negociations are now going on to this 
eflect, and the duke has offered to furnish the Court of 
Rome with the funds necessary for the support of these 
men, who are nearly 3,000 in number.” 

Prussia AN Hesse.—The National Zeitung of Berlin 
referring to the article on the question of the Consti- 
tution of Electoral Hesse, which appeared a few days 
since in the Morning Post, says that intelligence has been 
received from a good source that the English Cabinet 
has lately taken much interest in the question, and that 
Lord John Russell, in a despatch to the English diplo- 
matic agents in Germany, dated April 11, has expressed 
the opinion of the English Cabinet on the subject to be 
that, in the conflict between Prussia and the majority 
ofthe German States, Prussia has devidedly the right 
on her side. 

Tug New Governor or Huxoany.—Hlitherto the 
career of M. von Benedek has been a very brilliant one. 
In 1846, when he was only a lieutenant-colonel, he put 
an end to the insurrection of the peasants in Western 
Gallicia, and since that time he has had the reputation of 
being a first-rate officer. He doubtless handled the 
right wing of the Austrian army well at Solferino, but 
it remains to be seen whether he is capable of main- 
taining peace and order in Hungary without shedding 
the blood of his fellow-countrymen. General von Be- 
nedek, who was born at Oedenburg, is a Protestant.— 
Letter from Vienna, 

A letter from St. Petersburg states that some of the 
tribes of the Caucasus who had not made their submis- 
sion suddenly assembled, and, making an attack in the 
night on a battalion of Russian troops, nearly destroy- 
ed the whole of them. Most of the officers were either 
killed or taken prisoners. The Emperor is said to be 
deeply afflicted by this news. 

A letter from Hanover of the 15th says :'—” A small 
pamphlet is now being clandestinely circulated at Bruns - 
wick, and read with extraordinary avidity, as it treats of 
certain eventualities of interest to that little State. Its 

incipal object is to dispute the legality of excluding 

Juke Charles from the throne, and every imaginable ar- 
gument is brought forward against the reversion of 
Brunswick to Hanover.” 

The Copenhagen having been at sea 116 days from 
Melbourne, three guineas per cent. has becn paid at 
Lioyd’s to effect fresh insurances on the gold (4 157,000), 
the usual rate being 30s. She is, however, considered a 
slow vessel, and was spoken with by the Suffolk, which 
arrived a few days ago, so that there seeins to be no cause 
for immediate anxiety. 

Horses vor THR Fxxxcu Governmert,--Mr. Musyard, 
sen., of Woolwich, who was employed during the 
Crimean war to assist in the purchase of horses fer 
the War Department, has just returned from a six 
weeks’ tour in Yorxshire, Leicestershire, and midland 
counties, where he accompanied an agent of the French 
Government, on whose behalf 800 of the finest horses 
procurable have been purchased and shipped. 

The Constitutionnel says :—" We are happy to learn 
that the Emperor has pardoned the Abbe Sisson, gerant 
and editor of the Am: de la Religion, who wes con- 
demned to three months’ imprisonment by the tribunal 
of the Seine for the publication of a letter falsely as- 
cribed to the King of Sardinia.”

they were not present when the wardmistress was 
examining the clothes; the assistant master, Wardmas- 
ter Cunningham, and himself were nt, but turned 
their backs when she was en in doing it; there 
was nothing improper in the manner in which the ex- 
amination was conducted; some of the girls were ar- 
rested by the wardmasters, who were beaten and unable 
to hold them ; there\were twenty or thirty around him- 
self; the officers endeavoured to put down the 
riot end protect themselves; they did not drag the girls 
along the floor; heard several girls say that they had 
more clothes on than they were allowed, and that they 
would not give them up; he received information about 
the wearing of extra cluthes before breakfast hour on 
the morning in question, and intended to have the girls 
suspected examined in the hall after the others had 
retired, 

The Rev. Mr. Fox, Roman Catholic chaplain, was 
next examined, and deposed that about half-past nine 
o’clock on the morning of the 7th inst., he was in Dr. 
Grant's room, a window of which looked into the 
dining-hall ; he entered it in consequence of the noise 
which he had heard ; he saw a great many female in- 
mates of the house in the greatest possible confusion ; 
several yonng females were in the body of the hall, and 
were chased in all directions by several of the male 
officers, the master standing in the midst of all; he 
saw one female thrown down, and another lying on the 
ground, but did not see by whom; she was knocked 
down; three male officers were engaged in searching 
her ; they threw her clothes completely over her head, 
turning them down one by one ; when this girl arose 
he looked to the other girl, who was similarly exposed 
by two other officers ; the master was mid-way between 
the two girls violently gesticulating, but he could not 
say whether he saw what was going on, though it was 
almost impossible for him not to have witnessed it ; 
immediately afterwards there was a crash of the hall 
windows from the outside, and a rush of all the females 
towards the door; he called Dr. Grant's attention to 
the matter, remarking at the time that it was scanda- 
lous, and Dr. Grant said it was; witness went among 
the women two or three times begging of them to be 
quiet; the assistant was present, but took no part in 
the search ; he — sm to raise the window for the 
purpose of remonstrating against the abominable con. 
duct of some of the oilicers, but he could not raise 
it; there were three or four hundred people in the 
hall; he wrote to Mr. Place on that morning com- 
plaining of the transaction, and stating that he felt it 
his duty to testify as to what he had witnessed, if any 
investigation were held, and he attended the police 
office when the girls were brought before the magis- 
trates for that purpose. 

Dr. Grant deposed that on the morning in question 
hesaw the younger female paupers in one group, and 
the aged and infirm in another part of the hall; he saw 
one of the girls sitting or lying on the floor; the male 
officers in the hall were around her, looking down ; he 
did not see her exposed ; he was near-sighted ; the Rev. 
Mr. Fox exclaimed at the time, “Oh! Dr. Grant, that 
is scandalous,” and told him (witness) of the mode in 
which the officers were making the search ; witness re- 

lied, Take care, perhaps you are mistaken ;" he said 
- was net ; witness did not see anything improper on 
the part of the officers. 

Michael Duffy, Police-constable, 103 B, was next ex- 
amined, and deposed that, by order of the officer on duty 
at the Kilmainham station, he went to the workhouse 
shortly before ore o'clock, on the 7th inst., to take into 
morte á some girls whe had been refractory there; one 
of these girls, named Farrell, was so violent that she 
could not be removed in the ordinary way ; she threw 
herself down, tossed her clothes about, and kicked in 
different directions ; her feet were, in consequence, ex- 
posed, but no other portion of her body ; she did not 
appear to have any sense of delicacy ; she was finally 
brought to the station-house on a stretcher, where she 
and the other prisoners remained until Monday morn- 


ing. 

Mr. George Place, one of the guardians, being next 
examined, stated that he called at the workhouse about 
twelve o'clock on the day in question; he was handed a 
letter by the porter from the Rev. Mr. Fox, in relation 
to the disturbance that morning, and the conduct of 
some of the officers in connection with it; having read 
the letter he went into the house to ascertain the nature 
of the disturbance; met Mr. Byrne and the master, who 
were surrounded by about thirty girls in a state of 

reat excitement; the riot was over at the time; witness 
joined Mr. Byrne in making inquiry about the die- 
turbanee, but such was the noise and clamour that he 
could not collect any information from the people; Mr. 

Byrne then told him all that he knew about it; witness, 
the master, and Mr, Byrne then went into the adjoining 
yard, where they could converse upon the matter with- 
out interruption, when Mr. Byrne and himself were of 
opinion that the ringleaders should be punished, but the 
master did not then know who they were; witness did 
not ask Mr. Byrne or the master whether there was 
any foundation for the charges in Mr. Fox's letter ; he 
saw Mr. Fox afterwards, when he repeated to him the 
substance of the letter, and what he gave in evidence. 

Mr. John Byrne, Poor Law Guardian, deposed that 
he entered the house shortly before eleven o'clock on 
the morning of the 7th instant. The master told him 

that there had been great disorder in the house that 
morning among the female inmates, and which had not 
ceased at that time ; witness then went out to the dis- 
orderly parties, and found them pitching small stones at 
the hall windows ; he then asked aloud, “ Who can ex- 
plain what all this is about ?” when a number of them 
gathered round him and stated, with one veice, that Mrs. 
O'Connor had reported to the matron that they had 
extra clothing on them, and that they were to be searched 
after breakfast; they said they had not extra clothing 
on, and several of them turned up the bottom of their 
dresses to show him that they had not; they also said 
that even if they had they would have refused to be 
searched ; the whole tenor of their complaint was that 
that they were about to be searched by Mrs. O Connor, 
but they made no complaint whatever as to having been 
searched by males, or in an indelicate manner. One of 
the girls complained that during the scuffle one of the 
male officers held her wrist so tightly that it would be 
sore for a month; witness was present when the police 
arrived; six of the risoners were removed with ease, 
but one with difficulty, 

Mr. Foley, the assistant-master, was then examined. 
He stated that he attended in consequence of a written 
order from the master, while the women were being 
searched. He then proceeded to state what he saw, 
but his evidence was nearly the same as that given b 
the master. He saw one of the girls, named Farrell, 
lying on the floor, with some of the male officers near 
her; could not say who they were; believes she threw 
herself down; she was very violent, apd clothes 
were disarranged ; the search had long before dis- 

continued; it was conducted by the female officers 
alone; he turned his back, as the master did, during 
the seargh, from a feeling of delicacy ; it had been dis- 
covered the previous day that some of the girls had 
double clothes ; did not see the slightes. impropriety on 
the part of any of the male officers; the first time he 
heard a complaint against the male officers was 
at the Police-office; the girls resisted the search 
by the female officers; never heard any of the girls 


say that they were searched by the male officers, but

are informed by ntlemen of position who were 
present, and who iad an 3 of seeing, that 
once, if not twice, while Heenan had Tom on the 
ropes, the latter got his knees on the ground, and was 
lifted up again by the Boy, and again held in his 
vicious grip. If this was the case, and we sve not the 
slightest reason to doubt its truth, it is a fortunate 
thing fr Heenan that the referee was prevented from 
seeing: for, had he witnessed this act, he must have 
unquestionably decided against Heenan. By the rules 
of the Ring a man on both knees is down, and if inter- 
fered with after that event before ‘ Time’ is called, be 
is entitled to the money. On the other point we have 
only the statement of Macdopald to contradict the tes- 
timony of some twenty or thirty gentlemen, besides our 
own reporter, as to Heenan’s having struck down and 
kicked Jemmy Welsh, and knocked Sayers off his 
second’s knee. As to his kicking Brunton the evidence 
is not conclusive, but in the case of Welsh and the 
Champion we have no doubt, 74 as we 
are corroborated by the account in Leslie's Illustrated 
Paper alluded to below, which was written by Mr. 
Wilkes, of Wilkes’ Spirit of the Times. That 
account says, ‘ Heenan, finding that though Sayers 
could not, or would not, rise from his seat in his 
corner, and his seconds refused to award him the vic 
tory that belonged to him, by throwing up the sponge, 
he advanced upon him in the midst of his seconds, and 
struck him where he sat. This admission is tanta- 
mount to an acknowledgment of defeat by a foul blow ; 
and yet Mr. Wilkes calls on every impartial Englishman 
to award the belt to Heenan. Our own opinion of the 
matter is this—that as the men were fighting in a 
crowd, without any order or regularity, and as Heenan 
was almost blind, and his noddle was doubtless in a 
state of considerable confusion, he did not quite know 
what he was about, and may, therefore, be excused for 
the unjustifiable act. Nevertheless, had the referee 
been present, he would have had to do his duty, and no 
one would more have regretted this than himself. 


With reference to the statements of Mr. Wilkes, the 
Editor of Bell's Life, who was the referee on the occa- 
sion, says :— 

“ We deny strenuously that he, in any way, gained a 
right to the belt. Thirdly, the determination on the 
part of the referee not to allow a second meeting 
during the week is strictly in accordance with the 
general custom in this country, where men are eo in- 
jured as were both these gallant fellows on Tuesday. 
The last instance on record of a postponement was the 
match between Aaron Jones and Sayers, in which the 
former was allowed a month, on producing a medical 
certificate that he would require that time to get over 
an injury te his hand somewhat similar to that incurred 
by Heenan.” 

As to future arrangements the editor says :-— 

“Sayers called on us on Wednesday merning, and 
beyond the injury to his arm, and a few trifling 
ebrasions of the skin, and a slight swelling of the mouth, 
appeared quite fresh, and certainly no one would 
have credited that he had gone through euch an 
ordeal the previous day. Heenan did not show, bnt 
Mr. Falkland, his friend, offered to fetch him. 
This, however, was deemed unnecessary, and some 
discussion tock place as to what should be done. Mac- 
donald, whe was also present, declared that Heenan 
meant fighting again, unless Sayers would give him the 
belt, and receive a new belt instead, to be held by him 
as a testimonial, he (Ileenan) promising to uphold the 
honour of the old belt, and, moreover, not to claim any 
superiority over Tom. The Champion said this arrange- 
ment would be tantamount to an acknowledgment of 
defeat, and he could not accede to it ; any other arrange- 
ment he would agree to, but give up the belt to Heenan 
he would not without a fight for it. The meeting was 
perfectly amicable, but, after considerable discussion, 
ended without any arrangement beyond an undertaking 
that the men should meet at our office on Friday. On 
Friday, Tom and hie backers appeared at the stipulated 
time, and were met by Mr. Falkland and Macdonald, 
but lleenan was still absent. There was less discussion 
than on Wednesday. Macdonald said Heenan wanted 
to fight as soon as possible, and Tom said he 
was willing to accommodate him as soon as his arm 
was well. It was then arranged that Tom should 
obtain a medical certificate as to the probable time 
he would require to recover, and that by that certift- 
cate the matter should be arranged, and so at present 
the matter stands. That it will, however, yet be ar- 
ranged in a more peaceable manner we are disposed to 
believe and hope. We are satisfied that, beyond the 
mere question of the belt, it will be far more to the in- 
terests of the men to draw their money and give joint 
sparring exhibitions throughout the country, by which 
they will reap hate full of gold, and will also gain the 
good opinions of many who lave expressed strong 
opinions on the subject, and who only tolerated the 
match because it got too far ahead of them to be stopped. 
We have already received suggestions and subscriptions 
for Sayers, and we hope it will not be many days be- 
fore we have the pleasure of announcing similar dona- 
tions for the brave American. We may here state that 
we fully acquit Heenan himself of any share in the ae- 
cusations against Sayers and his party, and against the 
referee. So brave a man and so fair a fighter we do 
not believe would harbour such unworthy suspicions. 
We make this announcement for fear that any remarks 
we have made as to others should in any way militate 
against him.” 

We read in the 7 imes -— 

“ Heenan’s representatives put in a claim to the Bilver 
belt of the Champion of England, which they consider 
was virtually lost by Sayers before the fight was stopped. 
As a matter of course, this claim is utterly — 
by Sayers’ friends, while the Champion himseil at once 
. ted that if the least doubt existed, they had better 
fight again. “This was also proposed with egual alacrity 
by Heenan’s friends, and, for a time, there seemed every 
probability that another day would have to be named for 
a final contest when each man was well. After a while, 
however, a better spirit seemed to prevail, and the 
friends of both men 1 unanimous in their 
wishes that the affair might be settled in a kinder way, 
and that the men—who had already proved their un- 
flinching courage and endurance eo well— might not be 
obliged to fight again. Eventually a kind of under- 
standing to this effect was come to on both sides, and, 
though no details were settled, there seems little doubt 
but that the matter will end where itis, The angry 
spirit which on the day of the contest appeared to in- 
fluence the American supporters of Heenan, and which 
led to most partial accounts of the struggle being trans- 
mitted to America, has in a great measure “ 
and there is no doubt that by the next mail more justice 
will be done to Sayers.” 

In the interval which has elapsed since Tuesday, the 
referee has received some hundreds of letters from all 
parte of the kingdom, enclosing money for a testimo- 
nial to Bayers. * all the letters are anonymous, 
and state that the writers never saw a prise fight, or 
even heard of Sayers, till the recent contest, and they 
simply send thelr individual contributions to him to 
mark their admiration of his courage in defending the 
English belt against such fearful odds. As we have 
said, they come from all parts of England, Ireland, and 
Scotland, and contain sums varying from a shilling’s 
worth of postage stampa up to notes for £25.

DISTURBANCES ON BOARD HER MAJESTY'S 
SHIP EDGAR, 


A second disturbance took place with the Marines on 
Her Majesty's ship Edgar, at Spithead on Thursday 
evening. A number of them were sent prisoners to 
the flag ship on Friday morning. 


It was rumoured at Paris yesterday that Earl Cow- 
ley would not resume his post as ambassador at the 
French Court. 

The Paris correspondent of the “Times” expresses an 
opinion that the Austrian Government is at length 
seriously bent on making concessions in Hungary, and 
remarks that there was really no choice between con- 
cessions and insurrection, between justice and civi 
war, on so formidable a scale that it would have cost 
the Hapsburghs the Magyar Crown. 

The Invalide Rus-e has another adverse article 
on the pretensions of Switzerland. It considers her 
armaments, menaces, vocations, and even protest, 
altogether unjustifiable. Euro will not follow 
Switzerland in that course. It is possible that Eng- 
land has her own reasons for instigating Switzerland, 
but in ease of war she would not give her a shilling 
or a soldier. 

The Turin Gazette states that the position of the Na- 
tional Debt which the French Government will have to 
make to Sardinia, as the share of Savoy and 
Nice will be 150,000,000 francs., which France engages 
to pay in cash at short dates. 

A Vienna letter states the Austrian Government is 
thinking seriously of opening fresh negociations with 
Rome, in order to obtain the revision of certain classes 
of the Concordat, which cannot be carried into 'tiec 
without prejudice to the rights of the temporal power 
ot those af the members of other religieus seots. 


PAINFUL CASE OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. William George Pullinger, 
chief cashier ef the Union Bank of London, and who 
has been connected with that establishment since its 
formation, was carried before the Lord Mayor, charged 
with the misappropriation of a sum of 43660 belonging 
to the bank. It is understood the prisoner admits 
that he applied the money to meeting losses on the 
Stock Exchange. This is, unhappily, only one out of 
several charges against him. The total amount em- 
bezzled will, it is feared, be found to reach a conside- 
rable sum. A committee of the Board are now en- 
od in an investigation, The prisoner's salary was 
£600. The discovery of this lamentable affair has 
excited a very painful sensation. After the detection 
of Robsoa and Redpath, the Committee of the Steck 
Exchange issued a painful notice to their members, 
cautioning them against transacting any speculative 
business for account of clerks employed in mercantile, 
banking, or other establishments. The present appears 
to be a case imposing on the committee the necessity of 


inquiry. — 
COMMERCIAL. 

The Railway market has been very inactive, and 
from the absence of business experienced a general de- 
clive. At the close, however, there was rather a better 
feeling, and a partial recovery took place. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Prince Consort has made known to the Society
